“invisible”, but some of the taxes 
themselves would also “do the van­ 
ishing act”.

o f the problem o f old age security. 
By no rule of econom y or ethic*- can 
a pension above m en’s average earn­ 
ing power be justified and to com ­ 
pel the pensioner to spend it is to 
place him at the mercy of the money- 
grabher and render his pension al­ 
m ost valueless to him. Strange no e f ­ 
fort seem s to have been m ade to 
rem edy it in these particular* while 
its friends had it before congress. Is 
it possible its advocates are only in­ 
terested in it as a “ racket” and do 
not -want to see it tried out in prac­ 
tice? 


U nder the above cap1 em. the fo l­ 
lowing tim ely and thought-laden ed i­ 
torial appe ared in a recent issue of 
the San Antonio Express* 
W e reprint it in its entirity. as 
follow s: 
Instead o f at last practicing g ov­ 
ernm ental econom y— which its lead­ 
ers admit would he excellent for the 
country— the R oosevelt A dm inistra­ 
tion has com m itted itself to further 
hi avy subsidies for agriculture. A c­ 
cording to the program now 
being 
pushed through Congress, farm-pay- 
m ents next year would be increased 
3 38 million dollars, to an annual to­ 
tal of worn** I 54 billion dollars. 
The 
advocates

gance with the taxpayers’ m oney are 
finding it much easier to enact tile 
necessary legislation than

evident, and farm ers generally are 
no b etter o ff than they \v< re before 
it began. For all that, they murt help 
(a ir y the increased tax-burden, pay 
interest on the public debt and s u b ­ 
mit 
to 
incentive-killing restrictions 
in exchan ge for “ gratu ities” . 
As its “ question o f the w eek ” the 
United S ta tes N ew s asks: 
“ Are huge subsidies for agricul­ 
ture a 
necessary and wise

S tates policy?” 
In hi- 
affirm ative answer, Henry 
A. 
Wallace, 
Secretary 
o f A gricul­ 
t u r e argues:

in any way. 
An often heard 
excuse for 
not 
drinking milk is that it is constipat­ 
ing. 
This is another fallacy. 
Milk 
in itself is not constipating. 
It is 
readily and easily digested and be­ 
cause of this, leaves no lesidue. The 
balanced diet furnishes bulk in the 
form of fi e: h fruits, vegetables and 
cereals for well-being. Milk is a vital 
part of this balanced meal. 
Not long ago a food quack went 
around

preaching that milk and citrus juices 
must not be taken at the same meal 
because the fruit juices curdled the 
milk. 
This is another ridiculous fal­ 
lacy. 
The curdling of milk in the 
tumach is the first step in the diges­ 
tion. 
bruit juices aid in the diges­ 
tion by helping to form

The same reasoning applies to 
buttermilk.

Her maiden name was Emilia Ma­ 
ria Deringer. 
She was born on 
Septem ber 
30, 
1889, at Elm ( reek, as the oldest 
child of Mr. Paul Deringer and the 
late Maria D« finger, ne*1 Hauser. Her 
pious parents brought her early to 
th*- holy sacram ent of baptism, lay­ 
ing her future and eternity in the 
hands of God. 
Rev. J. F re h n e r bap­ 
tize*! her on December 22, 1889, at 
Quihi. 
She was brought up in the 
n u rtu re an*! admonition of the Lord 
in the atmosphere of 
a 
Christian 
home, augment***! by the instruction 
and rite of confirmation u n d e r Rev. 
W. Kuelps who confirmed h e r 
0,1 
July 3, 1904. 
The g reater part of her youth was 
spent in th*- paternal home, 
though 
contacts with the outside world were 
not lacking. 
Matured into w om an­ 
hood, she gave her heart and hand to 
Mr. W. M. Saathoff and the Rev. A. 
Falkenberg officiated at their wed­ 
ding on August 16, 1907. They made 
their home at Elm Creek and some­ 
what later in the 
Verdina 
section 
where they enjoyed the 
happiness 
arxd convenience of 
a 
comfortable 
home 
and an extensive ranch. 
The 
union was blessed with 
three child­ 
ren, all surviving their parents. 
Somewhat frail in her youth, Mrs. 
Saathoff nevertheless enjoyed good 
health in all her early 
years 
and 
could 
be a 
real helpmate to her in­ 
dustrious husband, and a painstak­ 
ing, kind mother to 
her 
children. 
With her husband she had become a 
m em ber of th** Bethlehem Church at 
Quihi, where Mr. Saathoff had been 
entrusted with the deaconship 
for 
many years. 
Her quiet, 
amicable 
and sympathetic disposition made her 
many friends. 
Things went well and 
promising till, in the early part of 
1931, her system 
was 
subject 
to 
various ailments, confining her to 
her bod 
for a long 
stretch. 
And 
when the Lord took 
Mr. 
Saathoff 
away from her side and protection, 
abruptly and 
unexpectedly, 
in the 
midst of blooming health and energy 
in May 1933, the blow aggravated 
her physical ailments and her ner­ 
vous system seriously. She was nev­ 
er herscdf a fter that. 
This may ac­ 
count for her drifting into strange 
religious surroundings, not conducive 
to her health and disposition. Mat­ 
ters went from bad to worse, and a f ­ 
ter many fluctuations, medical help 
being called in too late, she g radual­ 
ly beearn*' a full invalid and, finally, 
entirely helpless with a kidney dis­ 
ease. 
She was well taken ta r e of in 
the homes of her children, but the 
disease was fatal and the end 
was 
hovering in sight. 
In the last weeks 
we saw her nuite 
frequently 
and 
brought her tile comfort of her Lord. 
She had retained her childlike faith, 
never wavering o r doubting. 
As Wai­ 
te be * xpected, the ravages of the 
disease brought a fast termination. 
She breathed her last on Ju n e 18, 
1939, near 5 o ’clock A. M., at the 
horn** of her daughter, Mrs. Alfred 
Saathoff, a? San Antonio, surround­ 
ed by practically all her loved ones, 
under th** prayers of the pastor. She 
had reached the age of 49 years. 8 
months, 19 days.
